A NEW DEPARTURE IN RAIL- 
ROADING. 


A new system recently introduced 
among Austro-Hungarian railroads 
carries some good hints for American 
roads. An investigation of the old 
system made for the Government 
showed that the first-class cars run, on 
an average, with nine-tenths of their 
seats empty, the second-class with four- 
fifths, and the third-class with about 
two-thirds of their seats empty. Com- 
paring these figures with the weights 
of cars and trains, it was found that 
the railroad companies, for the sake of 
conveying one first-class passenger, 
hauled, on an average, a dead weight 
of more than three tos; second: 


more than ® ton. Any change that 
would result in a greater number of 
passengers was obviously desirable, 
and it was decided to inerease the 
number by reducing the rate of fare in 
sparsely-settied districts. The 
of the new change is unique. Accord- 
ing to the new scheme, the whole rail- 
way system is divided into fourteen 
zones, any given point from which the 
traveler starts being the center of that 
zone. The rates are so arranged that 
the traveler in the second-class cars 
rides his first fifteen and a half miles 
for sixteen cents, and pays the same 
for each succeeding stage of ten miles 
until he reaches bis fourteenth zone, 
when the distance he can go for the 
same price varies according to circum- 
stances.

Teaches— Weaknesses of Strong

Brooxtyn (N. T.), Sept. 29.—{Spe- 
Kally Reported for the Los ANGELES

Rudolph I., founder of the Austrian 
imperial family, and of the Hapsburg — 
dynasty, was the son of AlbertiIV., 
Count of Hapsburg, and was born M, 
1, 1218. By marriage and im other 
ways he extended his hereditarydo 
minions, so that when he became King 
he was lord not only of Hapsburg, but 
also of the counties of Kyburg and 
Lenzburg and of the Landgraviate of 
Alsace. He carried on wars against 
the bishopof Strasburg and tae Abbot 
of St. Call, and was struggling with 
the city of Basel in 1273, when the 
landgrave at Nurenburg brought him 
word that he had been elected Emperor . 
of Germany. Basel at once submitted 
to him, and Rudolph was crowned at 
Aix-la-Chappelle on October 28, 1278. 
t interregnum, the 
barons had me so independent 
that they would have preferred to ha 
no emperor, but Gregory X. threaten 
to appoint one if they failed to make 
an election. Rudolph gained many 
victories over the Palsgrave Louis and 
Duke Albert of Saxony, the latter of 
whom married his daughter. Ot 
King ot Bohemia and Henry, Duke of 
Bavaria, were forced to submit to the 
imperial authority. Though Rudolph 
destroyed many castles of the barons, 
he failed to restore the Wr power 
to its primitive vigor. He died Sep- 
tember 30, 1291. *

One of the most celebrated of the 
early Christian fathers, St. Jerome of 


Aquileia, was born in Pamonia in 8400... 


He studied in Rome, fraveled 
Gaul (and collected while there a val- 
uable library), Thrace, Pontus and 
Cappadocia. After residing some 
time in Syria and su uently at 
Jerusalem, where he studied Hebrew, 
he returned to Rome September Soth, 
and was appointed Secretary to P 
Damasus. Of his numerous wor 
the most valuable are A Treatise on 
the Lives and Writings of the Obris- 
tian Fathers, *‘Commentaries on the 
Prophetical Books of the Old Testa- 
ment,“ The Gospel of St. Matthew,“ 
and ‘several of the “Epistles of St. 
Paul,” and the translation of the 
Old and New Testament into Latin, 
known as “Vulgate.” He died ata - 
at at Bethlehem, September 
AUGUSTE com rn. 
founder of the system termed the 
“Positive Philosophy,“ was born at 
Montpellier, France, in 1798. At the age 
of 16 he entered the Polytechnic School, 
where he became a disciple of St. 
Simon, from whom he afterward 
rated with very bitter feelin 0¹ 
to 1830, he had discovered his law of 
Social Evolution, which he describedin 
his Course of Positive Philosophy.” 
His sister was a combination of the doc- 
trines of Fourier, St. Simon and Hegel.
